Cook TJardln. who graduated from tho
UnlveTSJly of Viririnia Medical School
laat June, has decided to stop the prac-
ibe of medicine. and aceept the chalr
of Portngoso in the Department of IU>-
pianlc Languages, at tho Unlverslty of
Vlrgl/ila. Mr. Hardln wlll sall for Bra-
zll on Juno :,. and gpend the whole of
the.8un._ier studylng "ir language.
and proparing hlmself for tho courre

ho is to trlve at tho unlverslty durlng
the gosslon of 1910-11.

In addition to tho establlfhmcnt of
a school of Portngese in the unlver¬
slty. thero has been some talk of in-
ftituting a department under Mr. Bar-
dln whlch wlll offer a course. not onlv
ln Portujpese. but whlch wlll have to
do with industrlal and eennomie con¬
dltlons of the South Amerlcan roun-

itr.es. The object of thls ventmre
would be to prepare young men for
business In South America, there be¬
ing a great number of young Amerl-
runs who go from the .fnited Statoa
each year tr. make thelr llvellhood in
that country.
Whether the unlverslty decides to

have the new department or not wlll
havo no effect on Mr. Bardln's takinir
up hls work as professor of Portugose
next session. Whlle ln Brazil thls
summer Mr. Bardln wlll make toura
to all of the princlpal clties of that
country. and while learnlng tho lan¬

guage wlll endeavor to lmblbe the ac¬

tual splrlt of tho country, nnd be ablo
to mako hls courses more delightful
bv its lnterpretatlon.
Whlle a medical student at the unl¬

verslty Mr. Bardln way, durlng tho
session of 1908-09, editor-in-ehiof of
the unlverslty magazine. Slnce hls
graduatlon he has contrlbuted severai
essays of merit to that publlcatton.
